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Joe Ramia. Developer 
says design will reflect 
what Nova Scotians want 


The culmination of 11 public 
consultations will be show¬ 
cased Wednesday evening 
when the final design for 
Halifax’s proposed conven¬ 
tion centre will be unveiled. 

Developer Joe Ramia ar¬ 
rived from a three-day visit to 
Toronto on Monday where he 
was working with IBI Group, 
the world’s third-largest 
architectural firm, putting 
the final touches on the plan. 

Jamie Wright, IBI’s lead 
architect, will be present for 
the final consultation that 
will be held at Pier 21, from 
7 to 9 p.m. 

The $ 500-million Nova 
Centre project, which is 
scheduled to open in early 
2016, is expected to include 
the convention centre, plus a 
financial centre, luxury hotel, 
shopping space as well as two 
16-storey financial towers. 






For Ramia, it’s been a 
stressful few weeks since last 
month’s consultation. 

“I’ve never gone through 
this before,” he said. “I have 
to make sure I look after 
everyone’s interests. The pub¬ 
lic has a say — as well as the 
tenants and the design team 
— from a structural point of 
view. And then we have to 
build it from a cost point of 
view.” 


He said the consultation 
process that started in July 
has resulted in major chan¬ 
ges. The convention centre 
that will span over Grafton 
Street was originally planned 
for underground and the 
parking entrance that was de¬ 
signed for pedestrian-heavy 
Argyle Street will be moved 
to another location that will 
be revealed Wednesday. 

“People have told us that 
they want to see things differ¬ 
ent and we are trying to see 
what we can accommodate,” 
said Ramia. 

Paul MacKinnon, execu¬ 
tive director of the downtown 
business commission, has at¬ 
tended each of the Halifax- 
based consultations. He calls 
the project a historic moment 
for the city, which will trans¬ 
form the downtown core and 
spur private investment. 

“There’s some uncer¬ 
tainty,” he said, “but there’s 
a great deal of excitement 
because it holds so much pos¬ 
sibility.”

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Debate 


Affordable 
housing: Whose 
job is it? 

A discussion about af¬ 
fordable housing and 
whether HRM should 
“get involved” surfaced 
and resurfaced several 
times during the prior¬ 
ity outcomes debate 
Tuesday. 

Councillors Jennifer 
Watts and Waye Mason 
suggested the municipal¬ 
ity can play a greater 
role in defining and 
clearing the way for 
more truly affordable 
housing. 

However, several col¬ 
leagues jumped in to say 
affordable housing is a 
provincial responsibility 
— and HRM should wash 
its hands. 

“We’d better be in 
negotiations with the 
province to take some¬ 
thing off our plate if 
we’re going to take this 
on our plate,” said Coun. 
Russell Walker. 

Watts and Mason 
quoted from HRM’s 
regional plan and the 
Municipal Government 
Act to explain that af¬ 
fordable housing is part 
of the municipality’s 
purview. 

Coun. Tim Outhit also 
chimed in to address the 
stubborn chorus of “it’s 
not our mandate. 

“I don’t think anyone 
is suggesting we start 
building or managing 
affordable housing,” he 
said. 

“We are saying can 
we have policies that en¬ 
courages or rewards af¬ 
fordable housing. I don’t 
see how that would cost 
us any money or in any 
way conflict with the 
province.” 

CAO Richard Butts 
confirmed council can 
play a role in promot¬ 
ing affordable housing 
through its development 
and land-use policies.

Council reviews, 
adjusts priority list 
for upcoming budget 
discussions

A council meeting to deter¬ 
mine HRM’s top priorities 
heading into the budget-set- 
ting process lasted for hours 
and left city staffers with copi¬ 
ous notes to organize. 

The Strategic Priority Out¬ 
comes debate at Tuesday’s 
committee of the whole al¬ 
lowed councillors to weigh in 
on a list, compiled by staff, of 
the most pressing issues facing 
the municipality. 

Mayor Mike Savage didn’t

impose time limits on debate, 
allowing a comprehensive air¬ 
ing of concerns. 

“This is about us discussing 
the outcomes that we want 
to see,” Savage told council. 
“People want council to take 
the lead in determining where 
this municipality’s going to go 
this year and in years to come.” 

Councillors mostly agreed 
with the priority list, topped 
by development initiatives in¬ 
cluding the Regional Plan five- 
year review and Centre Plan. 

Several councillors also em¬ 
phasized transit and transpor¬ 
tation problems, highlighting 


the interlinked issues of urban 
density, road maintenance and 
transit deficiencies. 

“If transit worked really 
well ... we could be making 
decisions that would support 
us in terms of our densifica- 
tion goals,” said Coun. Jennifer 
Watts. “As we bring more cars 
onto the peninsula, they have 
to park, they jam up streets... 
wider roads increase car usage, 
and it’s not a direction or a 
solution we want.” 

Environmental issues 
weren’t mentioned in the pri¬ 
ority list, and public safety got 
only scant attention with a 


line about programs for at-risk 
youth. 

“If we put more into re¬ 
creation, we’d have a more 
proactive approach to our 
youth at risk,” said Coun. Lore¬ 
lei Nicoll. “We would catch 
them before they become 
‘at-risk’ youth. They’d just be 
youth, engaged in their com¬ 
munities.” 

City staffers took copious 
notes during the discussion 
and will now separate the 
multitude of topics into budget 
concerns, policy concerns and 
district-specific requests. 

Several councillors urged 
getting the public more in¬ 
volved in the budget-setting 
process. 

“In my experience, people 
have questions, but they often 
have answers as well,” said 
Coun. Tim Outhit. 

The budget process begins 
at the audit and finance com¬ 
mittee meeting on Dec. 19. 
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Less than an hour apart. 

Three teens charged after 
twoswarmings 


Halifax police say they’re con¬ 
cerned after two swarmings 
happened less than an hour 
apart in Dartmouth on Mon¬ 
day night. 

The first took place at 6 
p.m. at the Metro Transit bus 
terminal as three females 
jumped a 21-year-old woman 
and tried to steal her backpack. 

About 45 minutes later, of¬ 
ficers responded to another 
robbery as two men were 
swarmed while walking on 
Mount Hope Avenue. 

Police don’t believe the two 
incidents are related. 

“People should feel safe 
walking in our city, and should 
be able to do so,” said police 
spokesman Const. Pierre Bour- 
dages. 

In the first swarming, 
the victim was kicked and 
punched and suffered minor 
injuries. 

The assailants fled on foot. 
Three teens were arrested a 
short time later. Two of the

teens are charged with rob¬ 
bery and breach of conditions, 
and the other is charged with 
assaulting a police officer and 
obstruction. 

In the other swarming, a 
group of five to six males fol¬ 
lowed the two men and de¬ 
manded their backpacks and 
electronics. Police say a suspect 
holding a knife punched one 
victim in the face, cracking 
his teeth. The other victim was 
knocked to the ground and 
then punched and kicked. 

Four males were taken into 
police custody on nearby Pleas¬ 
ant Street, but were later re¬ 
leased.

HRM tops Toronto, 
Vancouver, Montreal in 
murder rate

Although Halifax had the 
second-highest rate of homi¬ 
cides per 100,000 people 
last year, Paul McKenna 
said citizens shouldn’t be 
too worried. 

“I wouldn’t call them 
alarmingly high,” said Mc¬ 
Kenna, who teaches at Dal- 
housie University and is an 
expert in policing and law- 
enforcement issues. “You 
always have to put it in per¬ 
spective.” 

On Tuesday, Statistics 
Canada released the 2011 
homicide statistics by prov¬ 


ince and city. 

Halifax was second in the 
country with a rate of 4.41, 
just behind Winnipeg’s 5.08 
rating, which is calculated 
per 100,000 people. 

Our city’s overall homi¬ 
cide total was listed at 18, 
the sixth highest in Canada, 
even more than Calgary (14) 
and Ottawa (11). 

McKenna said it’s use¬ 
ful to know the stats, but 
people should put them 
into the context of the 
larger violent-crime rate, 
which he said has been go¬ 
ing down over the past few 
decades. 

“Nova Scotia remains a 


relatively safe place,” Mc¬ 
Kenna said. 

The province finished 
seventh overall in total 
homicides, with 22 occur¬ 
ring last year, well behind 
the front-runners of Ontario 
(161) and Alberta (109). 

But McKenna said num¬ 
bers like this should still 
give the police force pause. 
They also provide Halifax’s 
new police chief the op¬ 
portunity to reflect on the 
numbers and rededicate 
energy to the investigation 
and prevention of homi¬ 
cides. 

Halifax Regional Police 
Chief Jean-Michel Blais said 


Tuesday 14 of last year’s 
homicides have resulted in 
charges, with other investi¬ 
gations still ongoing. 

Blais said by targeting 
prevention in areas seeing 
a lot of crime, and using 
the guns and gangs unit to 
arrest those involved with 
firearms, the 2012 statistics 
have improved. 

There have been 10 
homicides to date, with half 
of those stemming from the 
crime “sub-culture,” said 
Blais, and 59 shootings have 
occurred as opposed to 75 
last year. 

“Last year was an anom¬ 
aly,” Blais said, “This is a 
very, very positive improve¬ 
ment in the statistics.” 

There were 11 homi¬ 
cides in 2010, and McKenna 
said a jump of seven to the 
2011 total shouldn’t scare 
people. “A jump by 10 or 20, 
now that’s cause for alarm,” 
McKenna said. 



Homicides up 7% last year: StatsCan 


Police reported 598 homicides 
in Canada in 2011, 44 more 
than the year before, and the 
first increase in homicides in 
three years, Statistics Canada 
said Tuesday. 

The agency said the homi¬ 
cide rate was 1.73 per 100,000 
population in 2011, seven per 
cent higher than in 2010, al¬ 


though the rate of firearms 
homicides fell to the lowest 
level in almost 50 years. 

The rate of homicides in¬ 
volving handguns has also 
generally been declining since 
reaching a peak in 1991, al¬ 
though they account for about 
two-thirds of all firearm homi¬ 
cides. 


Despite annual fluctuations, 
the overall homicide rate has 
remained relatively stable over 
the past decade, after a steady 
decline from the mid-1970s. 

Most of the 2011 increase 
was accounted for by Alberta, 
which had 32 additional homi¬ 
cides, and Quebec, which had 
21 more. 


The homicide rate in On¬ 
tario, in contrast, hit its lowest 
point since 1966, with 28 fewer 
killings than in 2010. 

Among the provinces, 
Manitoba reported the highest 
homicide rate for the fifth year 
in a row, followed by Saskatch¬ 
ewan and Alberta.

Public split on HRM 
separation: Poll 

A new poll suggest the public 
is basically split down the 
middle on whether HRM 
should divide into a separate 
city and county. 

According to the latest 
report from Corporate 
Research Associates, 46 
per cent of those surveyed 


support splitting HRM into 
two municipal units — a 
city for urban residents and 
a county for rural residents. 
Forty-seven per cent opposed. 

Support has dropped for 
the split since August, when 
54 per cent of those wanted 
the separation, and 37 per 
cent did not. 

The poll is considered 
accurate to within plus or 
minus 4.9 percentage points.

The debate came on the 
same day that the province 
revealed details of the federal 
government’s $ 1.3-billion loan 
guarantee for the Maritime 
Link — Nova Scotia’s com¬ 
mitment to the Newfound- 
land-based megaproject. The 
commitment, according to 
the province, is expected to 
decrease burrowing costs — 
which will be transferred to 
ratepayers — by $100 million. 

Last week, Emera, the com¬ 
pany proposing to build the 
link, announced a sharp in¬ 
crease to the estimated cost of 
the project to $1.5 billion, up 
from $1.2 billion. 

Premier Darrell Dexter has 
remained steadfast in his sup¬ 
port for the project, arguing it’s 
the best alternative for ratepay¬ 
ers and the environment. 

Liberal Leader Stephen 
McNeil took his criticism of 
Dexter a step further: “He’s al¬ 
lowing Nova Scotia Power and 
Emera to call the shots. He’s not 
showing any leadership; he’s al¬ 
lowing these companies to be 
the energy department.”

A Canadian reservist has 
been found not guilty of 
manslaughter in an Afghan¬ 
istan training accident that 
killed one soldier and in¬ 
jured four others more than 
two years ago. 

A military jury at a court 
martial in Calgary also ac¬ 
quitted Maj. Darryl Watts of 
breach of duty. 

But the five jurors, all 
senior officers in the Can¬ 
adian Forces, convicted him 
of unlawfully causing bod¬ 
ily harm and negligent per-

formance of military duty. 

Watts, who stood at atten¬ 
tion while the verdict was 
being read, shared a long 
embrace with his wife once 
the court had adjourned. 

The courtroom at the Me- 
wata Armoury in Calgary, 
where the trial was held, 
was jammed with military 
personnel. 

The maximum sentence 
for unlawfully causing bod¬ 
ily harm is imprisonment 
of up to 10 years. Negligent 
performance of duty can 
bring dismissal with dis¬ 
grace from the Canadian 
Forces. 

Cpl. Josh Baker died when 
a Claymore anti-personnel 
mine loaded with 700 steel 
balls peppered the platoon 
on a practice range near Kan¬ 
dahar city in February 2010. 

The prosecution had 
argued that Watts, the pla¬ 
toon leader, turned a blind 
eye to safety standards 
and abdicated his duty as a 
leader when he handed over 
responsibility to his second- 
in-command, who was an ex¬ 
pert on the weapon.

Testing lab’s 
licence suspended 

Health Canada has yanked 
the licence of a Toronto-area 
chemical testing laboratoiy. 

The watchdog says it 
found falsified results in 
tests involving medications,

It says in 
some cases, Chemi Pharma¬ 
ceutical did not test drug 
ingredients. 

The agency said there 
is no evidence the health 
of Canadians has been 
compromised. Chemi Phar¬ 
maceutical did not immedi¬ 
ately respond to a request 
for comment.

Indonesia. Divorced via 
text message, second 
wife, 17 , 'not a virgin’ 


Hundreds of Indonesians ral¬ 
lied Tuesday to demand a 
district chief’s resignation 
after revelations of his text- 
message divorce to a teenage 
girl four days after their mar¬ 
riage. 

The incident has sparked 
public outrage. 

Aceng Filcri, chief of Garut 
District in West Java province, 
took 17-year-old Fani Oktora 
as his second wife in July. 

But Filcri, 40, quickly di¬ 
vorced her via a short text 
message, alleging Oktora was 
not a virgin when they mar¬ 
ried as he had expected. He 
said he spent about $26,000 
on the wedding. 

Students and rights activ¬ 
ists in Garut spit and tram¬ 
pled on pictures of Filcri on 
Tuesday before burning them 
outside the local council 
building. 

It was the second consecu¬ 
tive day of protests against 
Filcri, whose case came into 
the spotlight last week after 
a picture was posted on the 
Internet. 

On Monday, dozens of 
people rallied in front of his 
house and the council build¬ 
ing. 


Divorce by text 


Some Muslims believe in an 
Islamic ritual allowing men 
to end a marriage by telling 
their wives they divorce 
them. However, divorce by 
text message is uncommon 
in moderate Indonesia. 


Late Tuesday, the local 
council issued a recommen¬ 
dation for Filcri’s dismissal, 
but the process will have to 
wait for a verdict by the Su¬ 
preme Court. 

Also on Tuesday, Oktora, 
accompanied by her lawyers, 
filed a complaint with po¬ 
lice in the capital, Jakarta, 
accusing Filcri of domestic 
violence by holding her cap¬ 
tive after the wedding and 
fraudulence for declaring 
that he was a widower. 

A lawyer representing 
Filcri said they would file 
a complaint of defamation 
against Oktora, whom he 
said had signed an agree¬ 
ment saying she would not 
complain about the mar¬ 
riage.

California. Judge upholds 
ban on therapy to change 
sexual orientation 


For the second time in two 
days, a federal judge in Cali¬ 
fornia has issued a decision on 
the state’s first-of-its-lcind law 
prohibiting licensed psycho¬ 
therapists from trying to 
change the sexual orientations 
of gay minors. 

U.S. District Judge Kimberly 
Mueller issued a ruling Tues¬ 
day that will allow the ban on 
“conversion” therapy to take 
effect on January 1. 

Her ruling came in a law¬ 
suit filed by four counsellors, 
two families, a professional 


organization for practition¬ 
ers and a Christian therapist 
group seeking to overturn the 
law. 

On Monday night, Mueller’s 
colleague, U.S. District Judge 
William Shubb, handed down 
a somewhat competing ruling. 

Shubb granted a request by 
two mental health providers 
and a former patient to be im¬ 
mune from the law until their 
lawsuit seeking to overturn 
it on U.S. First Amendment 
grounds can be heard next 
year, the associated press

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John McAfee seeks asylum in Guatemala 


On the lam. Founder 
of anti-virus company 
fled Belize fearing 
death in police custody 


Software company founder 
John McAfee has surfaced in 
public for the first time in 
weeks, saying on Tuesday that 
he plans to ask for asylum in 
Guatemala because he fears 
persecution in Belize. 


McAfee spoke to The As¬ 
sociated Press in a restaurant 
near a high-end hotel where 
he is staying in Guatemala 
City after sneaking out of 
neighbouring Belize. Police in 
Belize have called him a per¬ 
son of interest in the Novem¬ 
ber slaying of a fellow Amer¬ 
ican expat. 

McAfee says he is being 
persecuted by the Belizean 
government and has sensitive 
information about official cor¬ 
ruption in the country where

he lived in a compound guard¬ 
ed by aggressive dogs and 
armed guards. 

“Now that I’m here, I can 
speak freely. I can speak open¬ 
ly,” McAfee said. 


He said he plans to petition 
the Guatemalan government 
to allow him to stay. He added 
that he fears he will be killed 
if he turns himself in for ques¬ 
tioning in Belize. 

“Belize does not have a 
good track record of provid¬ 
ing safety when they ask to 
question you,” he said. “I felt 
much more secure crossing 
the border into a country that 
had laws that were backed by 
the justice system.”

Royal Family. Boy or girl, 
Kate’s baby will take the 
throne: U.K. government 


The business of monarchy 
has always been stacked in fa¬ 
vour of men. Not any more — 
or so the British government 
promises. 

The first child of Prince 
William and his wife, Kate, 
will be born a king or a queen 
in waiting, under changes to 
succession rules designed to 
overturn centuries of trad¬ 
ition and give royal daughters 
the same rights as sons. 

Deputy Prime Minister 
Nick Clegg pledged on Tues¬ 
day that the law on succes¬ 
sion would be changed at 
the “earliest opportunity.” 
He said “whether the baby 
is a boy or a girl, they will 
have an equal claim to the 
throne.” 

“Born to rule, be it a boy or 
a girl” proclaimed the Daily 
Mail, which noted that the 
baby had “already made royal 
and constitutional history” 
even before it is born. 

Not so fast, caution others. 

A royal saga needs a touch 
of uncertainty, and experts 
point out that despite pol¬ 
iticians’ promises, the law 
giving males primacy in 
succession has not yet been 
changed — and the clock is 
ticking. 



“We know that the wishes 
of politicians are written in 
water,” said royal historian 
Robert Lacey. “Law only be¬ 
comes law when the law is 
made — and the law has not 
been made.” 

Last year, the leaders of 
Britain and the 15 former col¬ 
onies that have the queen as 
their head of state informally 
agreed to establish new rules 
giving female children equal 
status with males in the order 
of succession — something 
that will require legal chan¬ 
ges in each country.

NASA hopes to 
send Curiosity 
done to Mars 

NASA says it wants to 
launch another mega-rov¬ 
er to Mars modelled on the 
wildly popular Curiosity. 

The space agency said 
Tuesday that the space¬ 
craft will be built from 
Curiosity’s spare parts. It 
would use the novel land¬ 
ing system that got the 
car-size rover to Mars in 
August. 

The new mission, esti¬ 
mated to cost about $1.5 
billion, is scheduled for 
2020. But the rover’s exact 
purpose in the mission 
hasn’t been hashed out

Twin spacecraft have cap¬ 
tured the clearest sounds 
yet from Earth’s radiation 
belts — and they mimic 
the chirping of birds. 

NASA’s Van Allen 
Probes have been explor¬ 
ing the radiation belts 
surrounding Earth for just 
three months. But already, 
they’ve collected meas¬ 
urements of high-energy 
particles and radio waves 
in unprecedented detail. 

The chorus has been 
audible before, however; 
ham radio operators could 
sometimes hear it decades

The Bank of Canada is 
holding fast to its view that 
the economy is poised for a 
comeback and that interest 
rates will need to rise at 
some point in the future. 

The central bank offered 
no surprises in its Tuesday 
interest-rate announce¬ 
ment, keeping the policy 
setting rate at one per cent 


for the 18th consecutive 
announcement date. 

Bank governor Mark 
Carney kept in place his 
future guidance that in all 
likelihood rates are more 
likely to rise in the future 
than fall, or even stay the 
same. 

“Although underlying 
momentum appears 
slightly softer than previ¬ 
ously anticipated, the 
pace of economic growth 
is expected to pick up 
through 2013,” the bank 
said in its policy state¬ 
ment.

A new report suggests public- 
sector employees in Canada 
take nearly five more sick, dis¬ 
ability and personal days per 
year than Canadians working 
in the private sector. 

The Canadian Federation 
of Independent Business says 
those extra days cost up to $3.5 
billion per year, noting some 
public-sector workers can bank 
unused sick days, then take a 
lump-sum payment or use the 
days to retire early. 

The CFIB says federal gov¬ 
ernment employees take the 
most time off, averaging 15.2 
sick, disability and personal 
days per year compared to 12.9 
days in the overall public sector 
and 8.2 days in the overall pri¬ 
vate sector. 

In its report, the CFIB calls

Employees in businesses with fewer than 
20 employees averaged 6.7 days off, while 
those in firms with more than 500 employ¬ 
ees took 9.1 days, which is still lower than 
the public-sector average.

“I don’t think anybody be¬ 
lieves that public-sector work¬ 
ers just get sick more often, yet

Festival fun. Bundle 
up and embrace 
Canadian culture 
at one of the many 
outdoor events taking 
place this season 


The coming weeks are a time 
of hibernation for many Can¬ 
adians. As temperatures plum¬ 
met, it’s only natural to want to 
huddle indoors near the warm 
glow of a fireplace or big-screen 
television and wait for the 
depth of winter to pass. 

But for many people, it’s a 
time of celebration. It’s also a 
chance to show Old Man Win¬ 
ter that we Canadians can still 
face winter head-on, like the 
early settlers did with an axe, a 
tent and some hearty food and 
drink. For a few hours, anyway 

“Even if it’s -40 C, people 
will be out there. They really 
want to enjoy winter and they 
embrace it,” says Irina Ivanov- 
Bissonnette, spokesperson for 
the Festival du Voyageur. 

The festival is held every 


year in mid-February in the 
St. Boniface neighbourhood of 
Winnipeg and brings visitors 
back to the early 19th century, 
when a small fort on the very 
site played an important role in 
the fur trade. There are similar 
festivals held across the coun¬ 
try in January and February, 
including the Voyageur Winter 
Carnival in Thunder Bay, Ont., 
the Yukon Sourdough Rendez¬ 
vous in Whitehorse, and the 
biggest one of all — the Quebec 
Winter Carnival. 

They have a common theme 


— instead of hiding from win¬ 
ter, get outside, interact with 
hundreds or thousands of 
others and celebrate the often 
cold, harsh history of Canada’s 
development. The Yukon Sour¬ 
dough Rendez-Vous bills itself 
as “the only legal cure for the 
cabin fever blues.” 

“We want to encourage 
people to embrace the weath¬ 
er, embrace that time of the 
year,” said Rendez-Vous Society 
executive director Jon Solberg. 
“It’s about actually getting out 
in the community and getting 


active in different events that 
are going on.” 

Festival-goers at Rendez¬ 
vous, scheduled to run Feb. 21 
to 24 in 2013, may find them¬ 
selves carrying large bags of 
flour on their backs, throwing 
an axe or racing in snowshoes 
— all in temperatures that can 
dip below -20 C. The festival 
celebrates the Yukon gold rush 
and recreates, to some extent, 
how people lived in the late 
1800s. “It’s celebrating the pi¬ 
oneers,” Solberg said.

1. Preheat oven to 425 F (220

Divide 
crumbled blue cheese and pear 
over onions. Pour cream mix 
into tart shells until little bits of 
filling are peaking through. 

6. Place baking sheet in oven 
and bake 25 mins, or until fill¬ 
ing is puffy and tart shells are 
golden.

NHL. Labour talks 
without Bettman 
and Fehr turn into 
marathon session 


The latest round of NHL labour 
talks stretched well into the 
night. 

A group of 18 players and 
six league owners spent more 
than five hours in meetings 
on Tuesday afternoon — and 
they resumed talks at about 
10 p.m. ET after taking a break 
for dinner. 

The marathon session was 
accompanied by whispers of 
optimism, something that had 
previously been in short sup¬ 
ply with the lockout into its 
12th week. Penguins captain 
Sidney Crosby was among the 
players who sat across from the 
small cluster of owners, which 
included Pittsburgh’s Ron Bur- 
kle, and those two were said to 
be strong voices in the room, 
according to sources. 

Neither commissioner Gary 
Bettman nor NHLPA executive 
director Donald Fehr took part 
in the afternoon meetings, al¬ 
though both men were present 
at the midtown Manhattan 
hotel and held private sessions 
with their constituents. 

It was hoped that an altered 
dynamic at the bargaining table 
might break the stalemate in 
talks. Bettman tabled the idea 
last week after the sides spent 
two unsuccessful days with U.S. 
federal mediators. 

Four of the owners in at¬ 
tendance were taking part in 


their first bargaining session 
— Burkle, Winnipeg’s Mark 
Chipman, Toronto’s Larry 
Tanenbaum and Tampa’s Jeff 
Vinik — and were accompan¬ 
ied by Boston’s Jeremy Jacobs 
and Calgary’s Murray Edwards, 
both part of the NHL’s negotiat¬ 
ing committee. 

The players in attendance 
represented a cross-section of 
the NHLPA’s membership. 

Stars like Crosby, Jonathan 
Toews, Ryan Miller and Brad 
Richards joined the likes of 


Ron Hainsey, Mathieu Darche 
and Kevin Westgarth, who 
have been heavily involved 
throughout the summer. 

There appeared to be a 
heightened sense of urgency 
around negotiations with the 
league’s board of governors 
scheduled to gather on Wed¬ 
nesday and more cancellations 
expected by the end of the 
week. All regular-season games 
through Dec. 14, plus the Win¬ 
ter Classic and all-star game, 
have already been wiped off 


the schedule. 

Money remains the biggest 
issue for the sides to bridge. 
Even though both the league 
and union have proposed a 
50-50 split of revenues, they 
remain separated on payments 
to be made outside the system 
to help ease the transition 
from the previous deal, which 
saw players receive 57 per cent. 
The NHL has offered $211 mil¬ 
lion in deferred compensation 
while the union has asked for 
$393 million, the Canadian press

In a diesel-versus-hybrid com¬ 
parison that usually pits Volk¬ 
swagen against the rest of the 
world, did anyone really see 
this one coming? Volkswagen 
building a hybrid? One that 
beats its own diesel model in 
fuel economy and comes close 
in price? Talk about a shift. Talk 
about the 2013 Jetta Hybrid. 

The Jetta’s hybrid system 
generates 170 net horsepower 
and 184 pound-feet of torque. 
That’s less than a Toyota 
Camry Hybrid or Ford Fusion 
Hybrid, but keep in mind that 
the Jetta is closer in size to the 
Honda Civic and its estimated 
8.6-second zero-to-60-m.p.h (96 
km/h) time trumps the Civic 
Hybrid by 1.5 seconds and the 
Jetta TDI by half a second. 

Assisting the Jetta Hybrid in 
the performance department 


is a seven-speed automated 
manual transmission (Direct 
Shift Gearbox, or DSG) that fea¬ 
tures rapid-fire gear changes. It 
can be left in automatic mode 
or the driver can go manually. 

On the road, the Jetta’s hy¬ 
brid unit can briefly operate 
on electric power for up to two 
kilometres and at speeds up to 
60 km/h in standard mode, or 
70 km/h in E-Mode. However, 
anything more than a gentle 
nudge of the pedal will tell the 
gas engine to join in. The inter¬ 
ior is standard Jetta fare, with 
the exception of a power meter 
that replaces the tachometer 
and displays when the Hybrid is 
in gas or electric mode. 

Each model can come 
equipped with a touch-screen au¬ 
dio system, an energy flow display, 
a navigation system, a Fender- 
brand audio package and a rear¬ 
view camera, amongst other 
things. The Hybrid may not 
displace the cheaper Jetta TDI 
turbo-diesel as the fuel-saver’s 
VW of choice, but it makes a 
sportier alternative to main¬ 
stream hybrids with their one¬ 
dimensional approach to cut¬ 
ting fuel consumption.

ones. The evolution of green 
vehicles coming in more and 
more attractive packages has 
happened over the last decade 
or so, after automakers realized 
that we consumers are drawn to 
green, so long as it is in a vehicle 
form that fits our emotional or 
practical needs, for whatever life 


stage we’re in at the moment. 

For example, while small 
and utilitarian is the ultimate 
way to go green, the chances 
are slim that you’re going to buy 
a smart for-two electric if you 
go to ski country every winter 
weekend with four lads and 
a smelly dog. On the flip side, 


the chances are also slim you’re 
going to shell out $100,000-plus 
for a cool Fisker Karma hybrid 
when you’re a freshman at U of 
Jagermeister. The talking heads 
during the automakers’ press 
days at the LA. show repeatedly 
mentioned that there is no sil¬ 
ver bullet to green technology, 


and that they’ll have to make 
green advances on all fronts and 
on all types of vehicles, and that 
the vehicles themselves cannot 
“not deliver” their respective 
brand promises. 

So, if I could, I would like to 
draw your attention to three LA 
debuts that illustrate this vision.

Chevrolet Spark EV 

Chevrolet is GM’s go-to brand for targeting young hipsters and 
value-conscious elders. As Chevrolet’s smallest car, the Spark is 
already a great urban mobility device, and the electrification of 
it makes it even more so. When it goes on sale next summer, 
for about $32,500 US (the U.S. federal rebate of $7,500 lowers 
the price to $25,000), it will be GM’s first all-electric passenger 
vehicle since the EV1 was controversially discontinued in 
2003. Unfortunately, the small number of Spark EVs coming to 
Canada next year is strictly for fleet accounts. 

Technical highlights: Lots of components carried over from 
Volt; First vehicle to use new SAE Combo DC Fast Charging 
protocol, enables Spark EV to charge to 80 per cent in 20 min¬ 
utes; Two seven-inch LCD screens to better utilize smartphone 
infotainment, like navigation, satellite radio and Apple’s Siri 
voice thing. On top of that is a Lithium ion battery pack and 
electric motor (designed and built by GM in the U.S.) which 
delivers 130 hp and 400 pound-feet of torque! It should be a 
hoot to drive. Expect speeds of around 80 km/h. 


Mercedes-Benz Ener-G-Force 


The LA. show hosted a design challenge, where automakers 
could envision a Highway Patrol Vehicle in 2025. Mercedes- 
Benz came up with the Ener-G-Force, which channels the vibe 
of a G Class off-roader circa 1979. There is, however, a twist. 
The G Force stores rainwater in the tanks on the roof, and 
transfers it to the “hydro-tech convertor,” where it’s turned 
into hydrogen for operating the fuel cells. “Swappable” battery 
packs are stored in the side skirts. There is an electric motor 
at each wheel to 
deliver four-wheel 
drive. A 360-degree 
topography scanner 
sends data to the 
suspension computer, 
which adjusts suspen¬ 
sion parameters for 
maximum traction. 

It’s a zero-emission 
vehicle with zero 
tolerance for citizen 
misbehaviour. 



BMWi8Spyder 

The BMW i8 Spyder shown 
in L.A. is definitely a 
concept, but production ver¬ 
sions of both i8 coupes and 
convertibles are definitely 
coming sometime around 
the 2014-15 timeframe. 
Expect prices of more than 


$100,000 and top speeds 
of more than 150 mph, so 
they’ll definitely be worthy 
of wearing the BMW badge. 
The “petrol” part of the 
plug-in hybrid concept is a 
three-cylinder turbo-diesel, 
expected to deliver about 70 
mpg (3.36 L/100 km).

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Turbochargers huff and puff 
their way to fuel efficiency

Your engine runs on gasoline, 
but before the fuel can be used, 
it must be mixed with air. That 
air is compressed by the pistons 
to produce power, but they can 
only do so much. 

Automakers often add turbo¬ 
chargers or superchargers, 
which can coax more power out 
of a smaller engine without hav¬ 
ing to move up to a larger one. 

“The strategy of downsizing 
and replacing engine displace¬ 
ment by charging led to large 


increases in torque, weight sav¬ 
ings and fuel efficiency,” says 
Cort Nielsen, public relations 
manager for Audi Canada. 

Although turbochargers 
and superchargers both 
do the same thing — pump 
more air into the engine—they 
differ in the way they run. 

On a turbocharger, the 
engine’s exhaust is routed 
through a turbine to make 
it spin. A supercharger is 
connected by a belt (or 
sometimes by gears) to the en¬ 
gine, which powers the unit. 

Originally, these systems 
were aft about power, and auto¬ 
makers used them to make 
their performance models even 
sportier. While that’s still the 
case with some vehicles, turbo¬ 
chargers are increasingly used 
for fuel efficiency. Although 
they do use more fuel when 
they’re working — when they 
push in more air, the engine 
must also bum more gasoline 
— they only provide a boost 


when extra power is needed, 
such as during hard 
acceleration. 

In the past, automakers 
might simply have used a lar¬ 
ger engine, which could pro¬ 
vide that power when needed, 
but which would use more fuel 
the rest of the time. A smaller 
turbocharged engine handles 
eveiyday driving chores while 
using much less fuel, but can 
still provide that power 
boost when the driver de¬ 
mands it. 

Because the turbocharger’s 
turbine has to “spool up,” or 
start spinning faster when the 
driver accelerates, there can be 
a slight delay in power. Known 
as turbo lag, it was veiy notice¬ 
able in older engines, but new¬ 
er units provide their power 
almost instantaneously. “With 
modem electronics, the for¬ 
mer deficiencies are no longer 
present,” Nielsen says. 

“The use of new combus¬ 
tion methods is another key

topic in advanced development 
of engine charging technology, 
especially in efforts to increase 
charge pressure.” 

Whether an engine uses a 
turbocharger or supercharger 
depends on several factors, 
including where it will fit into 
the engine bay, and how easily 
its heat can be dissipated. 

Superchargers also tend 
to be more expensive and 
are more likely to be used on 
higher-priced vehicles.
